GENERAL  INFORMATION 


THIS  catalogue  is  published  to  give  reliable  information. 
No  promises  are  made  that  can  not  be  fulfilled.  We 
therefore  ask  a  careful  reading  of  these  pages  by  pa- 
rents who  desire  to  send  their  daughters  to  a  school  where 
the  best  advantages  are  obtained,  and  where  the  most  desira- 
ble social  influences  prevail,  a  school  that  combines  the  useful 
with  the  ornamental.  In  the  departments  of  Literature,  Mu- 
sic, Art  and  Expression,  Normal  and  Industrial  Training 
courses  are  offered. 

We  seek  that  nice  balance  between  the  ornamental  and  the 
practical  which  is  in  keeping  with  the  spirit  of  the  times.  We 
are  striving  to  fit  our  students  for  the  fields  of  industry  open 
to  women.  We  keep  in  view,  and  impress  upon  our  students, 
the  importance  of  their  being  practically  educated  in  order 
that  they  may  be  self-supporting,  should  it  be  their  lot  to  be 
self-dependent.  We  study  the  success  of  our  students,  as  well 
as  our  own,  and  endeavor  to  impress  upon  them  the  great 
truth,  that  theory  without  its  practical  applications  is  worth 
nothing. 

This  Institution  is  situated  in  Middle  Georgia, 

"Xocation.  a   section    of   which    General    Toombs   said :    "For 

purity  of  water,  healthfulness  of  climate,   variety 

of  products,  and  desirableness  of  residence,  it  is  unsurpassed 

by  any  country  of  equal  extent  on  the  globe." 

Forsyth  is  near  the  center  of  the  State  located  on  the  Cen- 
tral railroad  line  from  Macon  to  Atlanta,  distant  one  hour's 
travel  from  the  former  city,  and  two  from  the  latter.  Being 
in  altitude  655,  which  is  321  feet  higher  than  Macon,  and  in 
latitude  a  little  above  the  parallel  of  33  degrees,  it  escapes  the 
malaria  incident  to  the  counties  south,  and  is  free  from  the 
intense  cold  of  the  mountain  regions  of  the  north.  The  size 
of  the  place  serves  to  supply  the  needed  social,  literary  and 
religious  advantages  of  an  intelligent  community. 

The  fifty-acre  tract  of  land  upon  which  the 
Groups  anb  huildings  Gf  Bessie  Tift  College  are  located  is 
•Duuoiitss  just   across   the   Central   of    Georgia   Railroad 

from  the  Passenger  Station,  and  extends  in  a  northeasterly 
and  southwesterly  direction  for  more  than  a  half  mile.  It  is 
bounded  on  the  south  by  a  street,  and  another  runs  through 
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the  grounds,  intersecting  with  the  first  near  the  main  entrance. 

A  line  drawn  from  the  main  entrance  to  the  premises  di- 
viding the  college  grounds  into  two  equal  parts,  coincides  with 
a  ridge  which  sheds  the  water  west  and  east. 

The  work  of  the  College  requires  the  use  of  seven  buildings, 
the  central  one  being  situated  on  this  ridge  about  two  hun- 
dred yards  from  the  main  entrance.  This  building,  the  Wal- 
ton Hunter  Wiggs  Hall,  is  two  stories  in  height,  the  first 
floor  of  which  provides  a  large  Study  Hall  and  five  recitation 
rooms.  The  second  story  consists  of  an  Auditorium  and  two 
large  lecture  rooms. 

Ponder  Hall  adjoins  the  main  building  and  is  three  stories 
high.  The  first  floor  is  used  by  the  Department  of  Music  for 
practice  rooms.  On  the  second  floor  are  the  offices  of  the 
President,  the  Lady  Principal,  the  Director  of  Music  and  the 
College  book  department.  The  Alumnae  Library  is  on  the 
third  floor  of  this  building,  and  also  the  Art  studios  and  the 
office  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Expression. 

On  the  right  and  left  of  the  main  building  and  connected 
to  it  by  covered  passageways  are  the  two  dormitory  buildings, 
the  Addie  Upshaw  Hall  and  the  Bessie  W.  Tift  Hall.  The 
former  was  built  in  1904,  and  provides  one  hundred  and  ten 
bed. rooms,  drawing  rooms  and  piano  practice  rooms.  The 
Bessie  W.  Tift  Hall  was  built  in  1905,  and  provides  more  than 
one  hundred  bed  rooms,  drawing  rooms  and  practice  rooms. 
The  Dining  Room,  which  seats  four  hundred  students,  is  on 
the  first  floor  of  this  building.  The  kitchen  adjoins  the  Din- 
ing Room,  but  is  a  separate  wing  and  removed  as  far  away  as 
possible.  All  these  buildings  are  equipped  with  sanitary 
plumbing,  steam  heat,  and  electric  lights.  These  and  other 
conveniences  make  the  accommodations  here  equal  to  any  in 
the  South. 

The  Alsie  Imor  Chambless  Hall  is  just  north  of  the  Bessie 
W.  Tift  Hall.  This  building  is  used  by  the  Department  of 
Domestic  Arts  and  Sciences.  The  Banks  Stephens  Hall  is 
south  of  the  Addie  Upshaw  Hall.  The  Infirmary  is  in  the  sec- 
ond story  of  this  building;  the  first  floor  is  used  by  the  De- 
partment of  Natural  Sciences.  The  Power  Plant  is  situated 
just  a  few  rods  east  of  the  main  building.  The  boilers  and  en- 
gines are  on  the  first  floor  and  steam  is  sent  from  them  to  heat 
all  the  buildings.  The  dynamo  which  furnishes  electricity  for 
lighting  purposes  is  also  on  the  first  floor,  as  well  as  pump 
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for  filling  the  large  reservoir  just  in  the  rear  of  the  main  build- 
ing from  a  large  spring  near  the  plant.  The  second  story  is 
used  for  the  steam  laundry,  and  is  equipped  with  the  nxst 
modern  labor-saving  machinery. 

The  health  of  the  students  is  made  a 
Jlealtt)  atto  prime  object  of  attention,  and  the  sanitary 

~pl)YslcalZ5raiitlitg  con(iitions  of  the  College  are  supervised 
by  a  trained  nurse.  The  study  of  hygiene  is  included  in  the 
College  course  and  every  student  is  encouraged  to  conform  to 
its  teachings. 

Information  is  solicited  concerning  the  habits  and  general 
health  of  each  student.  From  these  recorded  data  and  meas- 
urements made  by  the  Director  of  the  Gymnasium,  exercise 
is  prescribed  to  meet  the  special  wants  of  each  individual.  No 
student  is  excused  except  by  the  advice  of  a  physician. 

The  students  are  required  to  wear  a  prescribed  uniform 
while  exercising  in  the  gymnasium.  On  another  page,  the 
color  of  material  and  directions  for  buying  the  uniform  are 
given. 

Daily  out-door  exercise  is  required  of  every  student.

College  jTta%az\n<is  ta?  is  a  vaiuaDle  supplement  to  the 
college  course.  These  societies  are  maintained  and  controlled 
by  the  students,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  President. 
Every  student  is  required  to  become  a  member  of  one.  of  these 
Societies,  and  to  attend  regularly  the  weekly  sessions.  Bes- 
sie Tift  Journal,  a  forty-page  periodical,  is  published  under 
the  auspices  of  the  two  societies.  This  magazine  is  of  great 
value  to  the  College  in  encouraging  the  literary  work  of  the 
students. 

The  subscription  to  the  Journal  is  $1.00  per  annum.  Each 
member  of  the  Societies  will  secure  three  subscribers  and  pay 
towards  the  publication  fund  $2.50,  or  she  may  pay  direct 
$2.50  towards  said  fund  and  send  the  three  copies  furnished 
her  at  her  discretion.

Religious  safer  gyjdg  to  tne  true  student  life  than  the 

Urbanisations  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  and 
the  Missionary  Society.  Every  phase  of  student  life  is  cared 
for  by  these  organizations.  The  systematic  Mission  Study 
course  of  the  Fall  term  and  the  Sunday-school  Teacher  Train- 
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ing  courses  in  the  Spring  term  are  potent,  factors,  in  that  the 
needs  of  the  world  are  constantly  brought  before  the  students 
and  by  the  Training  Classes  they  are  being  fitted  to  meet 
these  needs.  Twilight  prayer  meetings  are  held  by  the  stu- 
dents every  evening. 

The  discipline  at  Bessie  Tift  College  is  based 
(Boverttmettt  upon  the  fundamental  principle,  "The  least 
governed,  is  the  best  governed."  Rules,  to  be 
sure,  are  stated  in  plain  and  unmistakable  terms ;  but  the  sen- 
timent, "Obey  because  it  is  right,"  and  not  from  the  prompt- 
ings of  compulsion,  has  already  taken  deep  root  in  the  stu- 
dent-body of  the  Institution.  Our  officers  of  government  are 
ever  on  the  alert  to  witness  the  faithful  discharge  of  every 
duty. 

There  is  but  one  purpose  in  view  m  correct  school  discip- 
line, viz. :  to  keep  the  student  thoroughly  interested  in  her 
studies,  and  thereby  prevent  any  of  her  capabilities  from  be- 
coming atrophied. 

Anything  that  will  dissipate  the  attention  is  to  be  shunned 
as  an  enemy  to  the  student  life.  Realizing  that  the  resident 
patrons  are  as  profoundly  interested  in  the  education  and 
proper  development  of  their  daughters  as  the  non-resident  pa- 
trons can  be,  we  earnestly  request  and  insist  that  parents  and 
faculty  unite  their  efforts  and  influence  among  all  the  students, 
that  shall  render  the  willful  infraction  of  college  rule  or  regu- 
lation impossible.

4Peparcmeiu  mittee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  their  per- 
sonal assurance  is  given  that  the  department  shall  be  man- 
aged fairly,  economically,  and  with  sufficient  liberality  to  se- 
cure an  abundance  of  wholesome,  nutritious,  and  palatable, 
food. 

1.     We  insist  that  every  student  report  for 

o   ege  duty  on  the  first  day  of  each  session  and  re- 

Jtcquisltes  main  in  College  until  vacation  is  announced. 
For  every  unexcused  absence  from  recitation  a  zero  will  be 
given,  and  also  a  demerit  for  the  absence.  Our  system  of 
teaching  is  progressive,  and  the  loss  of  time  from  recitation 
will  cause  the  student  to  fall  behind  in  her  class  and  to  lose 
interest  in  her  studies. 

2.     Day  students,  or  students  taking  special   courses,  and 
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not  residing  in  the  dormitories,  will  have  access  only  to  the 
rooms  and  exorcises  connected  with  their   studies. 

3.  There  is  no  sectarian  bias  in  the  Institution.  If  parents 
wish  their  children  to  attend  a  special  church,  they  will  let  it 
he  known  to  the  President,  and  he  will  see  that  they  attend 
the  one  designated.  The  College  Sunday-school  will  be  con- 
ducted at   an  opportune  hour. 

4.  Day  students  or  any  friends  must  be  received  in  the 
College  parlors.  None  but  parents,  who  do  not  reside  in  the 
city,  will  be  received  in  the  students'  rooms.  Friends  and 
relatives  are  requested  not  to  call  on  the  students  at  an  hour 
that  will  interfere  with  school  duties. 

5.  Every  note,  letter  or  package  sent  to  the  students  of  the 
College  or  by  them,  must  pass  through  the  hands  of  the  Lady 
Principal  for  inspection.  When  students  enter  College  each 
parent  or  guardian  is  requested  to  send  in  a  sealed  envelope 
to  the  President  the  addresses  of  permissible  correspondents 
— only  a  limited  number  being  advisable.  The  President  re- 
serves the  right  to  open  and  inspect  any  letters  which  are  sus- 
pected to  be  a  violation  of  this  rule. 

6.  We  insist  that  our  patrons  do  not  ask  for  their  daugh- 
ters the  privilege  of  visiting  out  of  the  College. 

7.  A  student's  insurbordination,  lack  of  application  or  un- 
satisfactory progress,  will  receive  personal  investigation,  and 
if  the  cause  can  not  be  removed,  parents  will  be  advised  to 
withdraw  the  pupil  at  once. 

8.  All  letters  of  inquiry  addressed  by  parent  or  other  au- 
thorized persons  to  the  President  in  regard  to  the  progress, 
deportment  or  general  welfare  of  their  daughter  or  ward 
will  be  answered  promptly  and  frankly.  Patrons  are  strongly 
urged  to  use  freely  this  privilege  of  confidential  communica- 
tion with  the  President.  It  can  but  result  in  good  to  both  the 
student  and  the  College.

This  permission  should  be  sent  direct  to  the  President,  and 
should  not  be  included  in  letters  to  daughters  or  wards. 

2.  Please  do  not  give  permission  to  drop  certain  studies  or 
to  change  a  course  being  pursued  without  previous  corres- 
pondence with  the  President  as  to  the  wisdom  of  such  a 
chanere. 
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3.  Please  be  assured  of  the  fact  that  we  will  inform  you 
of  your  daughter's  illness  if  such  should  be  considered  at  all 
serious,  or  if  your  presence  should  be  needed. 

4.  If  your  daughter  should  become  discontented  or  unhap- 
py for  any  cause,  please  report  same  to  us  immediately. 
Much  of  their  unhappiness  is  occasioned  by  imagined  griev- 
ances, which  could  be  adjusted  immediately  if  we  had  infor- 
mation concerning  them.  Sometimes  it  may  be  that  they  will 
have  real  grievances.  Such  will  always  be  gladly  corrected, 
when  possible,  if  made  known  to  the  management. 

5.  There  should  be  a  thorough  understanding  and  ex- 
change of  confidences  between  parent  and  teacher.  If  your 
daughter  has  physical  ailments,  mental  peculiarities,  threat- 
ened weaknesses  of  character  requiring  correction,  peculiar 
disposition  or  temperament  requiring  special  management, 
much  trouble  may  be  avoided,  time  saved,  and  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  pupil  subserved  by  informing  us  candidly  of 
these  facts  in  the  beginning  of  our  relations  as  teacher  and 
patron. 

6.  In  order  to  avoid  student's  being  exposed  to  contagious 
diseases,  and  to  secure  to  each  patron  the  assurance  of  health- 
ful environment  for  his  daughter,  we  require  each  student  to 
present  to  the  President  a  health  certificate  from  his  family 
physician  on  entering  the  College,  and  on  returning  to  the 
College  after  the  holidays.  A  blank  for  this  certificate  will 
be  furnished  by  the  College  on  application. 

7.  We  desire  it  distinctly  understood  that  all  boarding 
pupils,  so  long  as  they  are  pupils  of  Bessie  Tift,  are  subject 
to  all  rules  of  the  school,  even  when  their  parents  visit  them. 
In  no  other  way  can  discipline  and  order  be  maintained. 

8.  Patrons  are  advised  to  have  all  sewing  for  students  done 
at  home. 

While  attending  the  College  each  student  is  re- 
XCttiform      quired  to  wear  a  uniform  dress  on  all  public  oc- 
casions.   The  uniforms  are  as  follows: 
I.     For  Fall  and  Spring.— White  Shirt-waist  Suit.     Oxford 
cap.    Material  for  skirt :  White  pique,  linen,  or  any  other  ma- 
terial of  similar  weight  and  quality. 

Material  for  waist :  Any  white  wash  material  except  silk. 
White  belt.     White  collar. 

II. — For  Winter. — White  shirt  waist.    Oxford  cap.    Tailor- 
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made  coat  suit,  supplied  by  the  College  only.  By  special  con- 
tract the  cost  of  the  suit  is  $15.00. 

III.  Gymnasium. — Navy  Blue  galatea  "Middy-suits"  with 
kilted  skirt  long  enough  to  cover  bloomers  made  of  same  ma- 
terial. 

These  suits  must  be  made  before  entering  the  College. 
Gymnasium  shoes,  supplied  by  Forsyth  merchants. 

IV.  For  Evening  Wear. — White  is  always  appropriate,  and 
delicate  tints  may  be  worn  with  pleasing  effect.  Decided  col- 
ors on  the  contrary  are  becoming  only  to  a  few,  and  are  un- 
satisfactory when  worn  indiscriminately.  No  decollette  and 
no  silk  gowns  allowed. 

V.  For  Public  Recitals. — A  simple  white  dress  of  cotton 
material.    No  silk  dress  or  colored  trimmings  will  be  allowed. 

VI.  During  the  last  quarter  of  the  scholastic  year  candi- 
dates for  Bachelor's  degrees  will  wear  Oxford  caps  and  gowns 
to  chapel,  on  public  occasions  and  to  the  graduating  exercises.

Infirmary  the  Banks  Stephens  Hall.  An  experienced  trained 
nurse  is  in  charge,  who  devotes  her  entire  time  to  looking 
after  the  health  of  the  students. 

Any  student  who  is  too  ill  to  go  to  the  dining  room  for  her 
meals  or  attend  to  her  regular  duties  will  be  carried  to  the 
Infirmary,  where  she  will  receive  the  attention  of  the  nurse 
and  treatment  of  a  local  practitioner  at  the  expense  of  the 
College. 

_  In  the  matter  of  expense  it  is  the  pur- 

fcconom?  an*  pose  of  the  College  to  charge  the  smallest 

Jtto&erate  Charges  possible  amount  to  defray  the  actual  run- 
ning expenses.  The  College  being  owned  and  operated  by  the 
Georgia  Baptist  Convention,  there  are  no  profits  sought.  We 
purpose,  while  offering  advantages  worthy  the  attention  of 
any  young  woman,  to  make  it  practical  icr  hundreds  of  girls 
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to  patronize  our  school  who  have  heretofore  been  accustomed 
to  think  it  out  of  the  question  to  enjoy  college  advantages 
We  cherish  the  hope,  meanwhile,  that  God  will  set  the  seal 
of  His  approval  upon  our  work  by  raising  up  friends  for  us 
who  will  add  to  our  equipment  and  give  us  the  nucleus  of 
an  endowment,  so  that  still  greater  reductions  may  be  made 
in  our  charges. 

As  the  spirit  of  christian  education  increases 
^e.quests  in  our  Southland,  and  as  oui  people  realize  to  a 
greater  degree  the  proper  sphere  of  "true  educa- 
tion as  a  promoter  of  Christianity,"  they  will  give  to  it  such 
material  aid  as  its  importance  deserves.  Many  have  immor- 
talized their  names  by  munificent  gifts.  Though  there  are 
few  who  can  give  vast  sums,  yet  there  arc  many  who  can  give 
their  hundreds,  perhaps  their  thousands,  and  thus,  by  a  "com- 
bination of  benefactions,"  great  permanent  good  can  be  ac- 
complished.

Cooking  and  Dressmaking. 

No  tuition  will  be  charged  for  a  course  either  in  Cooking  or 
Dressmaking.  For  the  purpose  of  keeping  these  departments 
equipped  with  necessary  appliances  and  apparatus,  a  fee  of 
$10.00  for  the  course  in  Cooking  and  $10.00  for  the  course  in 
Dressmaking  will  be  charged  each  pupil  yearly,  on  entering 
these  respective  departments. 

ADMISSION. 

There  will  accompany  each  catalogue  an  application  blank 
which  every  prospective  student  is  requested  to  fill  out  and 
send  in  a  sealed  envelope  to  the  President.  To  secure  room 
reservation  $5.00  must  be  sent  with  the  application.  This 
advance  payment  has  become  necessary  because,  even  with 
our  enlarged  boarding  facilities,  many  girls  have  been  unable 
to  get  rooms.  It  is  therefore  important  that  we  know  defi- 
nitely whom  to  expect  in  order  that  we  may  not  hold  a  place 
for  a  girl  who  does  not  come,  and  refuse  the  application  of  an- 
other who  will. 

This  amount  does  not  reserve  a  room,  but  a  place  for  one 
girl  only.  It  is  not  an  addition  to  the  regular  charges,  but 
an  advance  payment  and  is  held  for  credit  on  the  student's 
expenses  for  the  first  quarter  of  the  coming  session. 
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If  the  applicant  changes  her  mind  or  is  unable  to  come  and 
notifies  us  of  the  fact  on  or  before  September  5th,  the  money 
will  be  refunded.  After  that  time  the  money  is  subject  to  re- 
call only  when  the  prospective  student  is  prevented  from 
coming  by  serious  sickness  or  death  in  the  immediate  family, 
and  we  should  be  notified  of  this  as  early  as  possible.  No 
room  that  is  reserved  will  be  held  after  the  opening  of  the  ses- 
sion unless  we  are  notified  that  the  pupil  will  arrive  late,  and 
we  should  know  when  she  expects  to  arrive  here. 

We  ask  that  our  patrons  fully  understand  our  reasons  for 
this  regulation,  and  also  that  we  do  not  say  that  we  will  not 
receive  students  who  fail  to  make  this  deposit,  but  that  we 
simply  do  not  guarantee  places  to  any  one  who  fails  to  make 
it,  and  withdrawals  during  the  latter  part  of  the  summer  will 
enable  us  to  provide  accommodations  for  some  who  do  not 
send  the  amount.  But  to  be  certain  that  a  place  is  secured 
the  application  should  be  sent  as  soon  as  possible  and  the  de- 
posit should  be  sent  with  it. 

REQUIREMENTS    FOR    ADMISSION    TO    COLLEGE. 

Beginning  with  the  fall  of  1910,  ten  units  are  to  be  required. 
A  unit  measuring  a  subject  of  study  pursued  in  an  academy, 
or  high  school,  through  a  session  of  nine  months  with  recita- 
tions five  times  a  week,  an  average  of  not  less  than  forty  min- 
utes being  devoted  to  each  recitation. 

ENTRANCE   SUBJECTS. 

Students  entering  for  the  A.B.  degree  course  must  present  for  entrance 
ten  units  chosen  from  the  following  list,  the  number  after  each  subject 
indicating  the  number  of  units  that  may  be  offered  in  that  subject  in 
making  up  the  entrance  requirements:  English  (2);  Latin  (2);  Mathe- 
matics (2);  Science  (2);  History  (2). 

DESCRIPTION    OF   ENTRANCE   SUBJECTS. 

English — Two  Units. 

Part  I — English  Grammar  and  Grammatical  Analysis,  counting  one-half 
unit ;  Elementary  Rhetoric,  including  punctuation,  paragraphing  and  com- 
position, counting  one-half  unit.  The  English  course  represents  for  the 
first  year  of  high  school  work,  two  recitations  a  week  in  an  advanced 
text  in  English  Grammar,  two  recitations  a  week  in  English  and  Ameri- 
can Classics,  largely  narrative,  and  one  recitation  a  week  in  a  simple 
high  school  text  on  composition ;  and  for  the  second  year,  two  recita- 
tions a  week  in  Rhetoric  and  Composition,  and  three  recitations  in 
Classics,  with  emphasis  on  description  and  exposition.     The  English  in- 
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struction  centers  about  the  study  of  the  classics  selected  for  careful 
study  and  for  reading  and  practice.  Ton  units,  as  rigidly  defined  by 
the  Carnegie  Foundation,  are  the  minimum  required  for  admission  to 
the  College.  This  conforms  to  the  standard  adopted  by  the  Association 
of  Colleges  and  Preparatory  Schools  of  the  Southern  States  for  1909. 
Those  completing  the  fourteen  units  of  high  school  work  may  get 
advanced  credits.  The  subject  for  examination  in  Composition  will  be 
taken  from  the  English  Literature  required  for  1909-10;  1910-11.  The 
form  of  the  examination  will  usually  be  the  writing  of  several  paragraphs 
on  each  of  several  topics  to  be  chosen  by  the  student  from  a  number  of 
subjects  set  before  her  from  the  required  reading  in  English  Literature. 
The  treatment  of  these  topics  is  designed  to  test  the  student's  power  of 
clear  and  accurate  expression,  and  will  call  for  a  general  knowledge  of 
the  books. 
To  meet  this  requirement  in  Composition : 

1.  There  should  be  practice  in  some  form  of  composition  work 
throughout  her  school  course,  such  as  suggested  by  language  work, 
short  stories  reproduced,  paragraphs  on  everyday  happenings,  and  thought 
productions  suggested  by  subjects  in  literature. 

2.  There  should  be  practice  in  writing  the  equivalent  of  at  least 
fortnightly  themes  in  one  year  of  the  high  school  course.  The  stu- 
dent must  be  able  to  spell,  capitalize  and  punctuate  correctly ;  no  candi- 
date will  be  accepted  whose  work  is  notably  deficient  in  these  respects. 
She  must  also  have  a  practical  knowledge  of  English  Grammar. 

3.  There  should  be  a  systematic  study  of  Rhetoric.  Particular  at- 
tention should  be  given  to  the  structure  of  the  sentence,  paragraph  and 
whole  composition.  The  following  books  are  recommended  for  study: 
Carpenter's   Elementary  Rhetoric,  Lockwood  and  Emerson's  Rhetoric. 

Part  II — The  reading  course,  counting  one  unit : 

1.  For  special  study  and  practice:  Hawthorne's  The  Great  Stone  Face; 
Longfellow's  The  Courtship  of  Miles  Standish  and  Evangeline ;  Irving's 
Sketch  Book;  Whittier's  Snow  Bound;  Scott's  Lady  of  the  Lake;  Low- 
ell's Vision  of  Sir  Launfal;  Washington's  Farewell  Address;  Webster's 
Bunker  Hill  Oration;  Milton's  L'Allegro  and  II  Penseroso;  Shakes- 
peare's Merchant  of  Venice ;   Eliot's  Silas  Marner. 

2.  Reading:  Shakespeare's  As  You  Like  It;  Bunyan's  Pilgrim's 
Progress ;  Scott's  Ivanhoe ;  Coleridge's  Ancient  Mariner ;  Palgrave's 
Golden  Treasure  (First  Series),  Book  IV;  Dickens'  A  Tale  of  Two  Cities; 
Cooper's  Last  of  the  Mohicans;  Hawthorne's  Grandfather's  Chair,  and 
Tanglewood  Tales. 

History — Two   Units. 

1.  United  States  History — Counting  one  unit.  Text-books  recom- 
mended: Cooper,  Estell  and  Lemon's  Our  Country;  Field's  United 
States  History;  Fisk's  United  States  History  (any  good  text  of  sim- 
ilar grade).  Also  American  Government.  Text-book  recommended: 
Ashley's  American  Government,  or  Peterman's  Civics. 
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2.  General  History,  counting  one  unit,  embracing  the  most  funda- 
mental facts  in  the  rise  and  progress  of  the  leading  nations  of  the 
world.  (Ancient  History,  or  English  History,  may  be  offered  instead 
of  General  History.) 

Mathematics — Two    Units. 

b.  Algebra — A  knowledge  of  the  subjects  as  given  in  Wentworth's 
High  School  Algebra  (or  equivalent)  as  far  as  quadratics  will  be  re- 
quired, counting  one  and  one-half  units. 

c.  Plane  Geometry — First  two  books,  including  demonstration  of 
original  propositions,  numerical  problems  and  constructions,  counting  one- 
half  unit. 

Science — Two  Units. 

Physiology,  counting  one  unit,  should  be  a  year's  work  in  a  high 
school  text-book.  The  course  should  be  a  study  of  the  cell,  funda- 
mental body  tissues,  the  structure  and  functions  of  the  central  ner- 
vous systems,  the  organs  of  special  sense,  mechanism  of  voice,  vas- 
cular mechanism,  blood  and  circulation,  respiration,  digestion,  nutri- 
tion and  fluid  excretion :  Blaisdell's  Practical  Physiology,  Macy's  Phy- 
siology for  High  Schools,  Colton's  Physiology,  Martin's  Human  Body 
(briefer  course),  or  a  suitable  book  should  be  used. 

Physical  Geography,  one-half  unit.  A  good  modern  text-book  should 
be  used  for  this  course,  such  as  those  by  Gilbert  &  Brigham,  Tarr,  Davis, 
etc.  Full  study  and  use  of  topographical  maps,  weather  maps  and 
charts  are  required. 

Botany,  one-half  unit.  This  course  should  deal  primarily  with  the 
morphology  of  plants,  with  secondary  attention  to  physiology  and 
ecology;  also  the  relationship  of  the  great  groups,  the  evolution  of  the 
vascular  system  and  of  the  seed  should  be  given  due  consideration. 
Emphasis  should  be  placed  on  the  cell  as  a  unit.  Attention  should 
be  given  to  classifying  and  identifying  plants;  laboratory  work  on  their 
structure  and  physiology  is  required.  Text-books  recommended :  Ber- 
gen's, Bailey's,  Atkinson's,  etc. 

A  half-year's  work  devoted  to  Agriculture  or  to  Zoology  may  be 
offered  instead  of  the  Botany. 

Latin — Two  Units. 

i.  A  student  for  the  Freshman  class  must  have  completed  and  mas- 
tered Bellum  Helveticum  or  some  similar  text.     This  counting  one  unit. 

2.  She  must  have  read  and  understood  four  books  in  Caesar,  and  she 
must  have  been  drilled  in  the  forms  of  the  words  and  in  the  principles 
of  syntax.     Thi6  counting  one  unit. 

3.  The  teachers  in  the  high  schools  are  urged  to  drill  the  pupils  in 
the  forms  of  the  words,  the  principles  of  syntax,  and  to  use  the  Roman 
method  of  pronunciation. 
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ADMISSION  BY  EXAMINATION. 

Written  examinations  on  the  above  entrance  requirements 
will  be  held  as  follows : 

September  13th,     1:30  P.  M.  Latin. 

3:30  P.  M.  English. 
September  14th,     8:30  A.  M.  Mathematics. 
10:30  A.  M.  Science. 
1 :30  P.  M.  History. 
Students  entering  atter  the  opening  of  the  session  will  be 
classified  after  satisfying  the   entrance   iequirements  by   ex- 
amination or  certificate. 

Students   should  bring  their  own   texts   of   Latin   authors, 

and  also  rules  and  compasses  for  the  geometry  examination. 

Candidates  applying  for  higher  classes  than  the  Freshman 

will  be  examined  in  the  several  subjects  at  the  same  places 

and  hours. 

ADMISSION  BY   CERTIFICATE. 

The  College  has  adopted  the  State  University  list  of  ac- 
credited high  schools  and,  until  further  notice,  diplomas  from 
the  Principals  of  such  schools  will  be  accepted  for  classifi- 
cation without  examination  in  the  subjects  covered  for  admis- 
sion to  Sophomore  class.  All  applicants  for  admission  by  cer- 
tificates from  accredited  schools  must  use  the  form  of  certi- 
cate  sent  to  the  Principals  of  these  schools.  The  certificates 
should  be  filled  out  and  sent  to  the  President  of  the  College  as 
soon  as  possible. 

ADVANCED  STANDING. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  Junior  class  are  examined  in 
all  the  studies  required  of  the  Sophomore  class  at  this  College. 
Similarly  candidates  for  admission  to  Senior  class  may  be  ex- 
amined in  each  department  and  must  meet  the  demands  made 
on  the  students — who  have  finished  our  Junior  class.  These 
examinations  will  be  held  at  the  same  time  and  places  an- 
nounced for  the  other  entrance  examinations. 

A  student  from  an  approved  college  who  brings  a  written 
certificate  as  to  the  work  done  and  scholarship  may  be  ad- 
mitted to  a  corresponding  grade  oi  advancement  without  ex- 
amination. 

SPECIAL   STUDENTS. 

All  students  are  advised  to  take  a  regular  course  in  the  Lit- 
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erary  Department.  Our  curriculum  is  so  arranged  that  pupils 
may  study  in  one  other  department.  More  efficient  work 
can  be  done  in  the  special  departments  by  students  whose 
minds  are  trained  by  a  literary  course. 

All  students  who  take  work  in  any  of  the  special  depart- 
ments and  have  not  a  diploma  fiom  a  college  of  equal  stand- 
ing, are  required  to  take  at  least  six  hours  of  work  per  week  in 
the  Literary  Department;  those  taking  two  special  courses 
must  take  not  less  than  four  hours  of  literary  work ;  and  those 
taking  three  special  courses  can  elect  as  much  as  three  hours 
a  week  in  the  Literary  Department,  without  charge. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  REPORTS. 

Each  year's  work  in  every  study  is  divided  into  two  parts 
or  semesters,  and  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each. 
In  each  semester  are  two  quarters  of  rine  weeks  duration, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  first  and  third,  reports  of  the  daily  grades 
of  the  students  will  be  sent  to  parents  or  guardians.  At  the 
end  of  the  second  and  fourth  quarters  the  combined  results 
of  semi-annual  examinations  and  quarterly  grades  will  be  sent. 
These  will  indicate  that  the  student  is  'Passed,"  "Not  Pass- 
ed," or  "Conditioned." 

A  student  "conditioned"  in  any  subject  shall  be  entitled  to 
a  second  examination  upon  the  same,  provided  that  applica- 
tion for  such  examination  is  made  within  one  month  from 
the  time  the  condition  is  imposed.  A  student  "not  passed"  in 
any  course  must  pursue  the  same  again  under  the  direction 
of  the  department  in  which  she  failed. 

At  the  Faculty  meeting  following  each  examination,  the 
names  of  all  students  who  were  absent  from  their  examina- 
tions shall  be  reported ;  and  all  such  absences,  if  unexcused, 
shall  bar  the  student  from  all  further  work  in  the  College. 

The  results  of  examinations  shall  not  be  announced  to  stu- 
dents until  the  examination  reports  have  been  presented  to 
the  Faculty,  and  such  reports  must  be  ready  for  presentation 
within  five  days  after  the  examinations. 

DEGREES  AND  CERTIFICATES. 

The  Bachelor  of  Arts  Degree  is  the  oniy  one  given  by  the 
College  for  completion  of  courses  in  the  Literary  Department. 
The  work  through  the  Sophomore  class  is  required,  but  the 
Junior  and  Senior  years  are  mainly  elective  to  provide  oppor- 
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tunity  for  professional  work  both  of  a  theoretical  and  practi 
Cal  nature.  Candidates  for  this  degree  must  complete  130 
points  of  accredited  work.  One  point  means  one  hour  of  rec- 
itation or  lectures  a  week  for  a  semester.  Two  or  three  hours 
of  laboratory  work  is  considered  equivalent  to  one  hour  of 
recitation  or  lectures.  All  candidates  for  this  degree  must 
take  cooking  and  sewing  at  some  time  during  their  college 
course. 

The  Bachelor  of  Music  Degree  is  confcircd  on  students  who 
complete  any  technical  course  and  the  course  in  the  theoret- 
ical department.  The  Master  of  Music  Degree  will  be  con- 
ferred upon  those  who  have  taken  the  advanced  Post  Graduate 
course  and  the  course  in  the  theoretical  department.

COURSES  OF  STUDY  1910-1911. 

The  odd  numbers  designate  courses  taken  during  the  first 
semester  and  even  numbers  those  taken  during  the  second. 
The  letters  a,  b,  c  and  d  indicate  lespectively  the  work  during 
each  quarter  of  the  year. 

Members  of  Junior  and  Senior  classes  must  hand  in  to  the 
Committee  on  Hours  their  courses  of  study  before  the  begin- 
ning of  class  work.  No  course  once  entered  upon  can  be 
changed  without  approval  of  the  Faculty. 

Students  who  are  expecting  to  take  the  A.B.  degree  can  not 
be  classified  as  Juniors  who  have  more  than  six  hours  of  make- 
up work,  nor  can  students  be  classified  as  Seniors  who  have 
more  than  three  hours  of  make-up  work. 

Students  entering  the  Sophomore  class  who  have  not  stud- 
ied English  history  previous  to  entrance  must  take  the  course 
offered  here  to  be  able  to  understand  the  English  Literature 
course  given  in  our  Sophomore  year. 

These  students  may  then  take  the  history  of  Western  Eu- 
rope— which  is  required  for  graduation — in  the  Junior  year. 

ENGLISH. 

This  department  is  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Harris,  assisted  by 
Miss  Denmark. 

FRESHMAN. 

Miss  Denmark  and  Miss  Young. 

FIRST    SEMESTER. 

Course  i. — Rhetoric  and  Composition.     This  course  is  designed  to  give 
the    theory    of    good    composition    and    systematic   practice    in    both    oral 
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expression    and    written    work.      Themes    and    conferences    are    required 
weekly.     All    written   work   is    corrected   by   the   instructor   and   is   used 
in  personal  conferences  with  the  student. 
Text:     Scott  and  Denny's  Composition,  Revised  Edition  Lectures. 

(a)  The  paragraph  is  emphasized  with  its  essentials — unity,  cohe- 
rence and  emphasis.  Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  violations  of 
grammatical  purity  as  exemplified  in  barbarisms,  improprieties  and 
solecisms. 

(b)  The  underlying  principles  that  secure  clearness,  force  and  ease 
are  studied,  and  these  are  emphasized  in  theme  work.  Description  and 
narration  are  the  chief  kinds  of  composition  required. 

SECOND    SEMESTER. 

Course  2. — Course  1  is  continued ;  same  text. 

(c)  The  different  kinds  of  narrative — simple  and  complex  are  em- 
phasized. 

(d)  The  work  of  exposition  and  argument  is  introduced.  The 
theme  work  is  more  extended,  the  subjects  being  suggested  by  his- 
tory and  literature.

HISTORY. 
Miss  Denmark. 

The  object  of  this  course  in  History  is  three-fold.  Primarily,  history 
is  taught  for  its  own  sake  as  a  record  of  the  development  of  humanity; 
secondly,  as  a  necessary  accompaniment  to  the  study  of  political  in- 
stitutions ;  and,  finally,  as  a  frame-work  for  other  forms  of  research. 
The  course  is  planned  to  develop  in  the  student  a  readier  historical 
imagination,  a  critical  sense  and  a  consciousness  of  historical  growth 
rather  than  give  the  pupil  a  mere  outline  of  general  history.  The  in- 
struction consists  of  recitations  from  the  text-book,  collateral  reading 
and  lectures. 

FRESHMAN. 
FIRST    SEMESTER. 

Course  i. — Ancient  History.  Text:  Gayley's  Myths;  Myers  with 
reference  to  Botsford,  West  Plutarch's  Lives,  Grecian  Poetry. 

(a)  Study  of  Ancient  History,  with  Gayley's  Myths.  This  course  is 
a  detailed  study  of  Greece.  During  the  legendary  age  the  myths  are 
studied   in   a   way   to   show   the   Grecian   love   of   the'  beautiful   and   the 
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deification   of   nature,   also  the  influence   of  the   myths   upon   the  litera- 
ture of  all  subsequent  times. 

SECOND    SEMESTER. 

Course  2. — Ancient  History.     Same  text. 

(c)  This  is  a  continuation  of  course  1.  The  study  of  Greece  is 
continued,  emphasizing  its  learning  and  culture  and  its  great  contribu- 
tions to  Civilization.  Rome  is  also  studied  down  to  the  period  of  the 
Republic.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  vast  empire  of  Rome  and  its 
genius  for  government;  treating  it  also  as  the  great  "central  ganglion" 
by  which  the  history  of  the  world  is  connected. 

(d)  This  is  a  continuation  of  the  above  course,  and  continues  from 
Rome  as  a  Republic  to  the  revival  of  the  Empire  in  the  West  at  the 
accession   of   Charlemagne. 

SOPHOMORE. 
FIRST    AND     SECOND     SEMESTER. 

Courses  3  and  4. — History  of  Western  Europe  {Robinson) .  Special 
reference  will  be  made  in  Emerton's  and  Robinson's  Readings  in  Eu- 
rope, Bryce's  Holy  Roman  Empire  and  Robinson's  Readings  in  Eu- 
rope— Vols.  I  and  II ;  Henderson's  Germany,  Adam's  Growth  of  French 
Nation,  Shailer  Mathew's  French  Revolution,  Lowell's  On  Eve  of  French 
Revolution,  Symond's  Renaissance.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  a 
general  outline  of  the  development  of  Western  Europe  from  the  ninth  to 
the  nineteenth  century. 

It  includes  a  study  of  the  principal  institutions  of  the  Middle  Ages, 
as  feudalism,  the  church  and  the  mediaeval  empire,  followed  by  a 
study  of  the  renaissance,  the  reformation,  the  French  Revolution  and 
the  development  of  modern  states.  The  work  is  conducted  by  means 
of  text-books,  library  reference,  class  discussions  and  lecture.  The  last 
six  weeks  are  devoted  to  an  intensive  study  of  the  Renaissance. 

JUNIOR. 
FIRST   AND   SECOND   SEMESTER. 

Courses  5  and  6. — English  History.  This  course  aims  to  give  a  gen- 
eral view  of  English  History  from  the  earliest  time  to  the  present  day. 
To  a  thorough  drill  on  the  most  important  phases  of  the  different 
periods,  is  added  a  careful  study  of  the  main  lines  of  development 
which  may  be  traced  throughout  English  History,  and  attention  is  con- 
stantly directed  to  the  development  of  Constitutional  Government.  One 
hour  a  week  of  the  first  semester  will  probably  be  given  to  current 
national  and  international  problems  as  discussed  in  our  leading  maga- 
zines. This  course  is  conducted  by  means  of  lectures,  recitations,  reports 
and  regular  required  readings.  Text:  Andrew's  History  of  England; 
also  special  reference  to  Green's  Short  History  of  English  People,  Gard- 
ner's History  of  England,  Lee's  Source  Book. 
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SENIOR. 
FIRST    SEMESTER. 

Course  7. —  (ah)  United  States  History.  Texts  used  are  Thwaite's 
The  Colonies,  Mart's  Formation  of  the  Union,  Wilson's  Division  and 
Reunion.  Many  reference  works  are  used  in  connection  with  the  texts. 
This  course  is  a  study  of  the  political  and  constitutional  history  of  the 
United  States.  It  is  a  thoughtful,  philosophic  study  of  the  origin,  de- 
velopment and  growth  of  our  nation,  tracing  back  what  we  have  bor- 
rowed from  past  civilizations,  and  what  we  as  Americans  have  worked 
out  for  ourselves. 

second  semester. 

Course  8 — (a)  Economics. — Special  reference  to  Seligman's  Outlines 
of  Economics,  Jenks'  Trust  Problems,  Adam's  Labor  Problems.  After 
a  brief  summary  of  past  economic  history  and  the  effects  of  the  Indus- 
trial Revolution,  the  subject  is  considered  under  the  customary  divisions 
of  production  and  exchange,  and  in  connection  with  them  the  problems 
of  bimetallism,  banking,  etc. 

(b)  This  is  a  continuation  of  the  above  course. — The  problems  of 
rent,  wages,  interest,  railroads,  strikes,  poverty,  etc.,  are  studied  by 
means  of  text-books,  collateral  reading  and  lectures.  Emphasis  is  laid 
on  the  great  problems  now  before  the  United  States  economically,  and 
leads  to  study  of  the  Social  Problems.

It  is  the  aim  of  the  department  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  forms 
and  idioms  of  the  language,  to  discipline  the  mental  faculties,  to  develop

a  precise,  systematic  and  logical  mode  of  thinking,  and  to  lay  a  deep 
and  broad  foundation  for  a  liberal  education.  To  this  end  accuracy  and 
thoroughness  will  be  demanded,  and  a  smooth,  correct  English  translation 
will  be  required. 

The  student  will  be  given  a  fair  knowledge  of  the  life,  literature,  char- 
acter and  history  of  the  Roman  people ;  the  rhetorical  as  well  as  the 
syntactical  structure  of  the  language  is  studied ;  the  style  of  each  author 
is  noted  and  discussed  and  a  desire  for  linguistic  and  literary  taste  is 
encouraged.  The  student  will  be  trained  to  think  and  study  from  the 
viewpoint  of  the  Latin  language.

FIRST    SEMESTER. 

Course  i. —  (a)  Cicero. — III  Oration  (Bennett).  Special  attention 
will  be  given  to  acquiring  a  vocabulary;  a  correct  English  translation 
and  a  thorough  drill  in  the  principles  of  syntax  are  emphasized ;  weekly 
exercises  in  prose  composition;  grammar  (Bennett)  will  be  taught  in 
connection  with  the  text  read.

Be  thou  which  thou  art — Let  thy  soul  speak.  "In  the  beginning  was 
the  word  and  the  word  was  with  God  and  the  word  was  God." 

'Tis  clear  at  last  that  there  is  more  interest  shown  in  the  "Spoken 
Word"  and  its  message,  in  America  today  than  ever  before. 

The  problem  of  developing  the  "Spoken  Word"  is  the  problem  of  sup- 
plementing and  completing  methods  of  modern  education  and  enlarging 
the  meaning  of  life.  Expression  is  the  vital  test  of  all  education.  Most 
of  the  problems  in  universal  education  that  test  assimilation  and  develop 
imagination  can  only  be  solved  by  right  attention  to  the  "Spoken  Word." 
A  true  study  of  literature  demands  the  "Spoken  Word,"  for  demonstra- 
tion of  interpretation.  To  know  a  thing  we  must  necessarily  demonstrate 
it.  He  who  voices  literature  is  he  who  knows  it  best.  Demonstration  is 
the  important  aim  of  all  education. 

The  call  of  the  "Spoken  Word"  is  the  call  of  the  whole  artistic  nature 
of  man.    The  whole  problem  of  artistic  self  development  centers  here. 

All  life  is  prismatic  capable  of  reflecting  the  glory  of  the  universe. 
To  reflect  there  must  be  developed  a  capacity  for  absorption.  Absorp- 
tion before  reflection — Impression  before  expression. 

Every  individual  has  hidden  within  a  harp  of  a  thousand  strings.    Yet 
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how  many  of  these  strings  are  soundless,  giving  no  musical  message  to 
the  world,  because  the  individual  does  not  know  he  has  them,  or  how  to 
play  upon  them  when  he  discovers  them.  It  is  the  function  of  the  De- 
partment of  Expression  in  Bessie  Tift  College  to  reveal  to  the  students 
their  natural  gifts  and  graces,  and  reinforce  them  with  ideal  forms  of 
beauty  and  truth  from  the  best  literature;  to  strengthen  by  constant 
practice  the  habit  of  clear  thinking,  vivid  imagining,  right  feeling;  to 
lift  the  life  of  the  emotions  to  a  spontaneous  beautiful  activity;  to  train 
the  expressional  faculties;  to  record  the  inner  life  with  truth  and  beauty 
and  freedom  and  power,  and  thus  enable  the  individual  to  communicate 
his  best  self  to  his  fellowmen. 

Expressional  training  of  this  kind  ripens  the  individuality,  refines  the 
sensibilities,  cultivates  the  beauty  of  speech,  trains  the  intellect,  educates 
the  emotions,  broadens  the  sympathies,  gives  keener  insight  into  the 
deeper  understanding  of  life,  puts  the  student  into  best  and  fullest  com- 
mand of  mind  voice  and  body,  and  into  more  harmonious  and  effective 
relations  with  his  fellowmen. 

This  Expressional  training  in  the  art  of  the  "Spoken  Word"  does  away 
with  gaudy  shows,  mock  shams  and  has  to  do  with  freeing  the  voice  and 
body,  making  them  choice  media  through  which  to  let  great  literature 
speak  with  all  the  eloquence  of  the  soul. 

All  students  having  a  good  literary  education,  completing  the  following 
courses  will  be  given  a  diploma  of  graduation  :

PHYSICAL    CULTURE. 

Miss  Myers. 

"One  might  almost  say  his  body  thought." — Curtis. 

It  is  the  motive  of  the  department  of  physical  education  to  give  such 
exercise  as  will  develop  responsive,  expressive  bodies. 

"Know  ye  not  that  your  body  is  the  temple  of  the  Holy  Ghost!" — the 
only  medium  through  which  the  soul  can  move  out  upon  the  world  and 
express  itself?  It  is  meet  that  this  body  of  ours,  the  soul's  speaking  tube, 
should  be  freed  from  such  hindrances  as  check  the  free  expression  of  the 
higher  sentiments  of  the  soul — "For  the  soul  the  body  form  doth  take." — 
Browning. 

All  true  physical  education  should  help  the  body  to  spontaneously  ex- 
press in  a  beautiful  way  the  noblest  and  best  sentiments  of  the  soul. 

The  results  of  such  physical  training  is  poise,  ease,  grace,  beauty,  and 
health. 

Since  the  best  capital  is  health,  instruction  will  be  given  in  the  proper 
care  of  the  body.    The  subjects  of  food,  dress,  sleep,  and  bathing  will  be 
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treated,  and  the  specific  value  of  exercise  in  the  maintenance  of  health 
and  beauty  demonstrated. 

The  John  Locke  Philosophy — "A  sound  mind  in  a  sound  body,"  will 
also  be  demonstrated. 

In  the  race  for  literary  ideals  the  tendency  is  to  neglect  the  body.  In 
this  Shakespeare  warns  us,  "Self-love,  my  liege,  is  not  so  vile  a  sin  as 
self-neglecting." 

We  plan  to  overcome  this  neglect  with  the  Emerson  Expressive  psycho- 
physical training  with  illustrations  from  various  systems  rationally  and 
individually  applied. 

The  Swedish  physical  work,  as  given  at  the  Posse  Gymnasium,  and  Gil- 
bert Rhythmic  work,  as  used  at  Harvard,  will  also  be  given  in  our  depart- 
ment of  Physical  Education  at  the  Bessie  Tift  College. 

Field  Days. — One  day  each  quarter  will  be  devoted  to  playing  gymna- 
sium games  and  to  field  sports.  Pupils  will  be  coached  in  Basket-ball, 
Lawn  Tennis,  and  other  games. 


ART  DEPARTMENT. 
Miss  Habersham. 

Art,  in  the  truest  sense,  is  carefully  taught  in  this  department.  The 
instruction  is  individual.  An  earnest  effort  is  made  to  cultivate  the  taste 
of  the  pupils,  as  well  as  to  teach  them  to  do  good  work.  Dilettanteism  is 
most  emphatically  discouraged.     Seritous  work  is  insisted  upon. 

The  pupil  is  advanced  as  rapidly  as  is  consistent  with  her  proved 
ability.

Pupils  may  enroll  at  any  time  and  enter  any  class  upon  examination. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  lessons,  pupils  may  work  in  the  studio  two 
half  days  each  week. 

Pupils  are  advised  to  read  J.  C.  Van  Dyke's  "Principles  of  Art,"  "Art 
for  Art's  Sake";  Hunt's  "Talk  on  Art,"  "A  Joy  Forever";  A.  G.  Rad- 
cliffe's  "Schools  and  Masters  of  Painting,"  and  the  current  art  publica- 
tions. 

Pupils  must  pay  for  all  materials  used.  Pictures,  decorated  china,  and 
all  decorative  work,  and  progressive  drawings  must  remain  in  the  studio 
for  the  Art  Exhibition,  during  commencement  week.  All  finished  paint- 
ings must  be  framed  for  exhibition. 

Free  hand  drawing  is  taught  to  all  the  students  free  of  charge ;  one 
lesson  a  week. 

The  course  in  Art  required  of  applicants  for  A.B.  degree  consists  of : 
Eye  and  Hand  Training  exercises.  Studies  in  color  combinations.  Plan- 
ning color  schemes  for  the  home.  Classing  of  pictures  appropriated  for 
respective  apartments.  Hanging  pictures,  grouping  and  lighting.  Study 
of  the  work  and  style  of  the  world's  painters. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  MUSIC. 

Music  has  become  an  important  factor  in  the  cultivation  of  things  ar- 
tistic. The  young  woman  who  is  devoid  of  an  art  accomplishment  finds 
herself  out  of  harmony  with  refined  society  which  makes  positive  de- 
mands for  higher  education  and  achievements.  These  demands  are 
largely  responsible  for  the  many  who  devote  time  to  the  study  of  music. 
There  is,  however,  much  in  this  co-called  music  study  which  is  disappoint- 
ing in  results.  If  we  investigate  the  cause  of  this  inefficiency  of  students 
and  the  consequent  disappointment  we  can  locate  same  as  resulting  from 
a  lack  of  preparation,  for  which  improper  study,  mental  inactivity  and 
false  ideals  are  largely  responsible. 

Every  art  executant  should  and  must  aim  at  such  perfection  as  will  ap- 
peal to  and  invite  honest  criticism  from  those  competent  to  judge.  Bessie 
Tift  College  recognizes  the  needs  and  requirements  of  a  thoroughly  pro- 
gressive college,  and  as  the  music  department  is  an  integral  part  of  this 
Institution,  we  have  completed  arrangements  to  make  music  study  at 
Bessie  Tift  the  foremost  in  our  entire  Southland.  A  thoroughly  equipped 
college  demands  the  utmost  efficiency  of  those  into  whose  hands  the  re- 
sponsibility of  this  important  work  is  placed ;  and  it  is  with  pride  that 
we  announce  having  made  arrangements  to  place  Mr.  W.  L.  Thickstun  at 
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the  head  of  this  department  for  another  year.  Mr.  Thickstun  enjoys  the 
distinction  of  being  one  of  the  best  equipped  concert  pianists  as  well  as  the 
most  successful  teachers  in  the  South. 

The  courses  of  study  will  be  extensive,  progressive,  thorough  and  ab- 
solutely modern  along  systems  as  taught  by  Phillip  of  Paris,  Leschetizky 
of  Vienna,  Mason  and  Joseffy  of  New  York. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  courses  arranged  as  per  curriculum,  we  offer 
Post  Graduate  and  other  "Special"  courses  along  the  lines  followed  by 
the  foremost  private  teachers  of  the  music  centers  of  the  world,  and  these 
are  especially  commended  to  pupils  of  decided  talent  who  aim  to  do  either 
concert  work  or  prepare  themselves  as  teachers.  These  courses  will  be 
given  only  by  the  Director,  who  will  in  addition  give  such  regular  courses 
as  may  be  required. 

The  Post  Graduate  courses  will  include  the  whole  or  part  of  the  "Spe- 
cial" and  will  be  conducted  to  meet  the  special  needs  of  the  individual 
pupil. 

It  is  impracticable  to  give  in  detail  all  the  materials  used  in  these 
courses,  for  technical  work  will  be  developed  only  along  modern  systems, 
the  materials  of  which  are  too  extended  for  review  in  these  pages. 

FINGER,  HAND  AND  ARM  CULTURE. 

Special  and  thorough  training  for  the  mastery  of  all  technique  which  is 
required  for  the  proper  expression  of  the  higher  art  will  primarily  be  the 
dominant  direction  of  our  labors  and  in  this  we  will  be  guided  by  prin- 
ciples of  anatomy  and  physiology.  This  foundational  training  will  be 
the  most  important  feature  of  the  preparatory  courses. 

I. 

The  work  is  now  conducted  upon  a  plan  that  conforms  to  the  system 
outlined  in  the  beginning  of  the  present  Director's  labors.  All  of  our 
piano  instructors  teach  the  same  technical  courses,  and  pupils,  by  their 
playing  reflect  this  training  through  the  character  of  tone,  touch  and  gen- 
eral technical  and  musicianly  equipment. 

II. 

In  a  College  where  ideals  aim  at  the  higher  art  of  pianism,  it  is  neces- 
sary that  pupils  learn  to  practice  properly.  The  lack  of  such  knowledge 
is  a  great  barrier  in  their  success  and  advancement.  Thus  fully  recogniz- 
ing the  urgent  need  of  a  system  of  correct  preparation,  we  have  added 
as  a  feature  of  this  department  a  practice  teacher  whose  aim  and  duty 
shall  be  to  establish  each  pupil  in  the  correct  attitude  towards  and  per- 
formance of  their  practice.  The  results  to  be  gained  will  amply  repay 
the  College  for  this  additional  expense.  Pupils  will  receive  this  service 
without  any  charge  to  them. 

III. 

It   is  with  pardonable  pride  that   we   refer  to  the   character   of   work 
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done  by  all  and  particularly  the  Recital  pupils  last  year.  This  is  known, 
only  a  forerunner  of  what  will  be  accomplished  in  the  future  through 
the  application  of  our  present  system  of  training.  We  append  a  few  of 
the  recital  programs  at  the  close  of  the  catalogue. 

Classes  in  Sight  Singing  will  meet  regularly.  Pupils  in  Pianoforte,  Or- 
gan, Voice,  or  String  Instruments  are  admitted  to  all  other  musical 
classes  free.  Music  pupils  will  not  be  permitted  to  discontinue  lessons 
except  at  the  end  of  a  quarter. 

PIANO. 

All  courses  will  be  directed  to  admit  of  selections  from  the  material 
given  for  each  course,  rather  than  a  strict  compliance  with  all  material 
as  arranged  in  the  curriculum.  They  will  include  as  an  important  and 
dominant  feature  carefully  selected  technical  exercises  arranged  in  pro- 
gressive order.  In  addition  to  this  and  the  material  designated  in  the 
curriculum  solo  numbers  within  the  ready  technical  possibility  of  the 
pupil  will  be  given.  It  is  the  aim  and  purpose  of  this  College  to  develop 
pupils  to  an  appreciation  of  musical  aesthetics  rather  than  promote  inar- 
tistic rendition  which  results  in  attempting  to  play  solos  beyond  the 
equipment  of  the  student.

PIPE    ORGAN. 

The  regular  course  for  graduation  includes  Organ  and  requirements  in 
the  theoretical  department. 

The  first  two  grades  of  this  course  consists  of  Parts  I  and  II  of  the 
Conservatory  course,  or  its  equivalent.  An  examination  upon  the  fore- 
going is  required  for  admission  to  the  Third  Grade  (the  beginning  of 
Pedal  Obligato). 

The  Third  Grade  is  devoted  to  exercises  in  Pedal  Playing;  First 
Studies  in  Pedal  Obligato ;  Hymn-tune  Playing,  the  construction  of  In- 
terludes and  Short  Modulations  and  Elementary  Registration. 

The  Fourth  Grade  includes  an  extended  study  of  Registration  through 
the  medium  of  pieces  especially  adapted  for  use  as  Preludes  and  Post- 
ludes  in  church  services,  studies  and  pieces  of  the  polyphonic  type  as  rep- 
resented by  Rink  and  Bach,  and  the  practice  of  quartet  and  chorus  ac- 
companiment.

THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  THEORY. 
Prof.  Thickstun. 

In  setting  forth  the  purpose  of  our  endeavors  in  the  foregoing,  we 
make  a  departure  from  the  beaten  paths  of  the  usual  curriculum  as  found 
in  most  colleges  for  young  women.  This  we  decided  upon  doing  for  the 
reason  that  we  feel  satisfied  colleges  offering  university  courses  have  very 
few  pupils — seldom  any,  prepared  to  take  them.  Our  plan  appears  more  in 
keeping  with  the  aim  of  a  college  which  prepares  pupils  for  an  artistic 
equipment  leading  to  a  further  study  in  the  highest  development  in  vir- 
tuosity for  which  development  we  are  thoroughly  prepared  to  offer.  As 
a  rule,  pupils  find  the  study  of  harmony  unobjectively  taught,  vague, 
uninteresting  and  unsatisfactory. 

We  expect  to  teach  the  materials  of  music  comprehensively,  thereby 
giving  an  intelligent  knowledge  of  music  and  an  appreciation  of  the 
somewhat  hidden  inner  meanings  of  its  language.  We  know  such  a  course 
is  rational  and  meets  the  approval  of  the  best  educators.  We  offer  it  with 
assurances  that  the  best  results  will  obtain.  This  course  will  include — 
intervals,  construction  of  major  and  minor  scales,  triads,  chords,  voice 
leading,  analysis  of  harmony,  music  structure,  form  analysis,  dynamics, 
interpretation,  history,  etc. 

RECITALS. 

A  series  of  recitals  will  be  given  in  the  Auditorium  at  regular  intervals 
by  the  Faculty  of  Music  and  Expression.  A  schedule  of  recitals  will  be 
required  also  of  students  in  these  departments,  the  object  being  to  stir 
the  student  to  activity,  to  create  a  laudable  spirit  of  emulation,  and  to 
beget  confidence  in  the  presence  of  the  public.

Preparatory  students  are  subject  to  all  the  regulations  of 
the  College. 

Applicants  for  First  Preparatory  Class  must  have  certificate  from  the 
accredited  schools  showing  that  they  have  satisfactorily  completed  the 
Seventh  Grade,  or  be  prepared  for  examination  on  the  following  sub- 
jects:

Course  x. —  (a)  Grammar  and  Rhetoric.  Bartlett's  and  McBain's  Gram- 
mar, Carpenter's  Elements  of  Rhetoric. 

(a)  and  (b).  This  is  a  more  extended  course  in  English  Grammar. 
The  composition  work  is  with  special  reference  to  correct  grammatical 
forms,  punctuation  and  the  three  laws  of  composition.

I. — PREPARATORY. 
FIRST    SEMESTER. 

Course  z. — History  of  Our  Country — Cooper,  Estill  &  Lemmon.  This 
course  begins  with  the  Period  of  Discovery  and  Exploration  and  ends 
with  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  and  the  beginning  of  the  period 
of    naturalization. 

SECOND    SEMESTER. 

Course  y. — Continuation  of  the  above  course.  Same  text.  This  ex- 
tends from  the  Presidency  of  Washington  down  to  the  present  time. 
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II. — PREPARATORY. 
FIRST    SEMESTER. 

COURSE  x. — American  Government  by  Ashley. 

This  subject  is  presented  in  an  attractive  way,  so  that  young  students 
may  grow  into  a  knowledge  of  their  government,  and  so  become  more 
interested  in  her  welfare.  It  treats  of  local,  state  and  national  govern- 
ments with  their  several  duties  and  departments. 

SECOND    SEMESTER. 

Course  w. — English  History — Text  to  be  selected. 

This  is  a  short  course  in  English  History.  The  events  from  the  first 
centuries  down  to  the  reign  of  Edward  VII  will  be  treated.  Emphasis 
will  be  placed  on  the  political  and  social  development,  showing  how 
the  English  people  through  Parliament  are  the  rulers  in  England. 

MATHEMATICS. 

I. — PREPARATORY. 

Course   z. — Arithmetic    {Wentworth's). 

(a)  Factors  and  multiples,  fractions,  both  common  and  decimal,  analy- 
sis. 

(b)  Compound  quantities,  measurements,  longitude  and  time. 

(b)  Percentage,  including  discount,  commission,  interest,  promissory 
notes,  partial  payments. 

(d)  Stocks  and  bonds,  ratio  and  proportion,  cube  and  square  roots, 
the  metric  system  of  measurement. 

Algebra  (Fisher  and  Schwatt's  Rudiments,  for  three  quarters;  Went- 
worth's Elementary,  for  one  quarter). 

The  work  of  the  first  three  quarters  in  Algebra  is  presented  to  the 
pupils  in  such  a  way  that  they  are  made  to  see  that  it  is  a  continuation 
of  arithmetic,  only  using  letters  as  symbols,  in  addition  to  numbers; 
then  leading  them  gradually  to  do  abstract  thinking.  Numerous  problems 
are  used,  which  make  the  pupils  familiar  with  the  various  kinds  of 
simple  equations.  The  exercises  are  easy  and  make  a  foundation  for 
more  advanced  work  in  Algebra. 

(a)  A  thorough  study  of  letter  symbols  in  Algebra,  uses  of  signs 
of  aggregation,  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication. 

(b)  Division,  special  rules  of  multiplication  and  their  application  in 
factoring,  simple  examples  in  factoring. 

(c)  Simultaneous  equations  in  two  and  three  unknowns,  problems, 
involution  and  evolution,  easy  examples  in  quadratic  equations. 

(d)  Addition,  subtraction,  multiplication,  division,  and  factoring  are 
studied  again  in  this  quarter's  work,  and  more  advanced  work  is  done 
in   the   preceding  quarters. 
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II. — PREPARATORY. 

Course  x. — Algebra    (Wentworth's  Elementary). 

(a)  Factors  and  multiples,  fractions,  fractional  equations  problems 
solved  by  means  of   fractional  equations. 

(b)  Simultaneous  equations,  both  literal  and  numerical;  study  of 
graphs  corresponding  to   simple   indeterminate   equations,   inequalities. 

(c)  Involution  and  evolution,  including  a  study  of  the  binomial 
theorem,  theory  of  exponents. 

(d)  The  simplification  of  radical  expressions,  solution  of  equations 
containing  radicals,  imaginary  numbers,  short  study  of  quadratic  equa- 
tions. 

Geometry :  Schoch's  Introduction  to  Geometry,  two  quarters,  and 
Wentworth's  Geometry,  two  quarters.  The  work  of  the  first  two  quarters 
is  to  present  to  the  pupil  a  course  in  experimental  Geometry  that  will 
make  them  familiar  with  a  great  many  of  the  facts  and  concepts  of 
theoretical  Geometry  by  treating  the  subject  from  an  arithmetical  point 
of  view  instead  of  a  logical  one.  By  means  of  the  protractor,  ruler,  and 
compasses,  the  pupils  are  made  to  investigate  geometrical  truths  and  see 
that  they  are  true  from  actual  construction  and  measurement.  Gradually 
the  pupils  are  led  from  the  study  of  Geometry  as  an  art  to  the  study 
of  it  as  a  science,  by  the  use  of  a  few  selected  theorems  which  develop 
the  mind  in  the  logical  process  of  thinking  without  making  the  subject 
too  abstract  for  beginners. 

(a)  The  circle  and  the  circular  system  of  measurement,  construc- 
tion of  different  kinds  of  angles,  study  of  straight  lines  and  their  rela- 
tive positions,  including  construction  of  triangles. 

(b)  Construction  of  polygons,  symmetry,  drawing,  to  scale,  equality 
of  figures,  areas.  Paper  cutting  of  plane  figures  and  construction  of 
familiar  solids. 

(c)  Theoretical  Geometry:    Book  I.     Original  exercises. 

(d)  Book  II.
